NEW HElGnT RECORD 
Ur HUXDEY CERTIFIED 
TO AERO AUTHORITIES 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.—A telegram certi- 
fying that Archie Hoxsey in a Wright 
biplane broke the world’s record for alti- 
tude here yesterday was sent today to 
Clifford B. Harmon, president of the Na- 
tional Federation of Aero Clubs. 

Hoxsey soared more than two miles 
into the sky, his barograph registering 
11,474 feet, or almost 1000 feet above 
the altitude of 10,499 feet recently at- 
tained by Legagneux at Pau, France. 

This is the second time the world’s 
altitude record has been broken in Los 
Angeles, the first time being last Janu- 
ary when, Louis Paulhan rose a little 
over 4000’ feet.

They seem to be away off the 
blade of the club before it has had time 
to deal with them as effectively as it 
could with the old “gutties.” 

But, though thise way of putting was 
so effective in the hands of a few in the 
old days of the “gutty,” and, though it 
might be very effective conceivably with 
the modern and vivacious ball, it is not 
one that could ever be commended by.

Brought to view it New York social seasgn. 


ae opening of the social season has 


brought charming evening frocks 


into public view, and seldom have gowns 
of this type been as attractive as they 
are this véar, savs the New York corre- 
sve~wenut of the Kansas City Star. The 
"range of colors suitable for evening 
gowns is wider than ever before, and 
the colors themselves are lovelier. 

Reference has already been made to 
the vogue tor black and white in com- 
bination for day as well as for evening 
wear.

HEN a person buys fresh fish in | her union, does at the same time en- 


Copenhagen he really gets it. Boats | 
full of live fish come close to shore and 
right into the town by means of the salt 
water canals. In this manner at least 
the smaller fish are kept alive until the 
moment they are sold, Any number of 
wooden boats are pierced with holes and 
filled with fish; these boats just float 
en the surface of the water, and the 
living fish is taken out of them when 
wanted. 

But as every one cannot go to the 
water's edge ‘to buy fish, there are water 
tanks on wheels, and the liva fish are 
brought to the doors of the people’s 
houses. 
built by the municipality and is let to 
a wholesale fish salesman. 

It is a delight to see how clean and 
bright these premises are kept. Theré 
is no spreading the fish on slabs. Very 
pretty tessellated tile tanks are filled 
with running water, and here the 
smaller fish swim about. The larger 
fish, such as cod or halibut, are too cum- 
bersome to keep alive, and are therefore 
placed in the cold storage rooms. 

Not only are the fish fresh, but they 
are generally very well, sometimes even 
artistically, cooked. At Copenhagen the 
domestic servants’ trade union has in- 
stituted a school where members of the 
union are taught how to be clean and 
neat,-how to sew, to-wash and starch, 
and above all how to eook. A little 
restaurant’ is attached to this school, 
where-any one can have a cheap meal, 
thus givinge the pupils an- opportunity 
of exercising. their art.

DIFFERENT forms of city government have 
been subjected of late to keener scrutiny 
than ever before and out of the tangle of 
: conflicting methods 1s gradually emerging a 
tion for scheme more nearly approaching universal- 
: a: | ity, fitness and permanency. Experience 
Big Cities | and foresight combine to disclose — the 
| absolute necessity for reducing the number 
| of city officials, while focusing responsibility 
more closely, and simplifying ways and 
means of planning and accounting. Cumbersome boards, provocative 
of intricacies, needless expense and general unrest, are either dis- 
appearing or booked for displacement by a few men possessing the 
requisite caliber and ability to conduct properly and systematically 
the varied activities interwoven with city government. Following 
Out that prospect, it is interesting to see how fast the so-called 
commission plan gains in popularity, and give rein to speculation 
regarding the lengths to which the doctrine of centralizing control 
may be carried in municipalities with safety. 

Is it not singular and informing to note that with the increase 
in the size of cities has come about this realization that bulk does 
not stand for strength in government, unless all other things are 
equal? There is nothing in the lessons of the past to indicate that 
the town meeting, which served the small community well, would 
furnish any appropriate basis on which to build administrative 
arrangements for the more ponderous metropolis. ‘Thus, in ratio 
to the increase of population is the accompanying decrease in. the 
number of responsible officials who act in executive capacities. With 
this process of centralization is brought home the fact that partizan- 
ship never should-be the determining factor in the choice of these 
men. Exact and thorough knowledge on their part is a main require- 
men if the multiform activities of a city are to be conducted without 
duplication and conflict of work. The nearest approach to such a 
desirable condition at present seems to be the commission plan in 
one form or another. 

The only real hint of commission government in New York 
city is the intention of the board of estimate to appoint immediately 
a “suitably equipped commission on city plan.” This body is to 
lay out a project for the entire future development of the metropolis, 
one like’ those applied in Paris and Washineton. So far as material 
development is concerned, the commission, supposedly. will be vested 
with arbitrary power, but! it will act within its own domain and 
not trespass upon forbidden portions of the executive and adminis- 
trative realms. The question is, however. whether New York’s 
planning commission may not be the initial step toward adoption 
of something more like the regulation commission plan of govern- 
ment. If the planning commission is continued long, the thought is 
sure to arise sometime of how far its supervision over city develop- 
ment should extend: whether this should include sewer and 
extensions, wire conduits, lights, etc., along with road work, new 
streets, parkways, street railways and subways, playgrounds and 
recreation fields. 

Does it not seem probable that New York mav find in this 
experience the guide to a larger plan of commission government 
suitable to the needs of America’s biggest cities and conferring 
upon them benefits similar to those now enjoved by some of the 
smaller ones? Instances go to show that best results thus far usually 
have been obtained from commissions composed of three men each). 
and an idea of “three-times-three’ commissions might be regarded 
as the opening sesame to a general application of the commission 
plan on a large scale. ‘There is, seemingly, nothing preposterous 
about thinking of all these commissions as finally deciding moment- 
ous questions together by the time-honored majority rule; or, even 
better, by appeal from the minor, or perhaps administrative, com- 
mission, to the major commission, in which might be vested decisive 
authority with reference to the all-inclusive plan of city develop- 
ment. Why should not the planning commission be looked upon 
as a wedge for greater undertakings of the same kind, whose object 
is economy of effort and expenditure, combined with. increased 
efficiency in the conduct of the municipality ?

Estimates 
based upon prices of a few months ago will not do now; they must 
be revised upward. 
A single instance will serve to illustrate. The sum of $900,- 
000 was appropriated for a new appraisers’ building in Boston. 
One half of this sum was to be used in purchasing a site. ‘here 
appears to be no new demand with regard to the ground upon 
which the building is to stand. But the building itself, from all 
appearances, will cost $100,000 more than the amount available. 
The bids received have all been rejected because they exceed the 
amount provided for in the estimates by about the sum named. 
The building is to be a plain one. There is to be no ornamenta- 
tion whatever. Materials required in its construction are all 
ordinary, commonplace. The essential thing is that it shall be com- 
modious and substantial. Nevertheless, contractors cannot erect it 
today for a price which would have netted them a fair profit only 
a shoft time ago, and for the simple reason that everything entering 
into work of this character, in the way of material, is higher than 
it ever has been before. 

. This state of things has no relation to geography. High prices 
are confined to no section, peculiar to no quarter. Everything, 
save money, is advancing in value. Never was there more point 
than is given now to the old joke told of George Washington, 
who, so it runs, when a boy, was able to throw a dollar across 
the Delaware river because a dollar went farther in his time: than

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in ours. Measured in this way, the person attempting to emulate 
the father of his country could not today throw a dollar a fourth 
of the way across the stream named. 

And here we get back to fundamentals in econemics. One of 
them is that it is not our income but our outgo that really counts. 
Another is that it is not the gold or silver in a dollar, or what 
1s printed on its face, but what you can buy for it, that gives it 
value. John Stuart Miull,. Prof. James Laurence’ Laughlin, 
William Jennings Bryan, the author of “Coin,” and some millions 
of others, have discussed this matter more or less freely, and more 
or:less exhaustively: but it has not as vet been settled quite satis- 
factorily, and it looks as if we might hear from it again.

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WHILE books about countries and peoples 
have always been popular there are indica- 
tions that in point of variety and work- 
manship the first decade of the twentieth Travel 
century will, lead any previous ten-year 

period. Writers who take foreign lands for |_iterature 
their subjects by sheer force of circumstances 

are compelled to put their best efforts into || | 
their work. ‘Traveling is now so general || 
that few books could appear without run- 
ning the gauntlet of well-informed criticism. Facts, not fiction, 
count in travel books. Descriptive writing has its license, of course, 
but no matter how out of the way may be the country with which 
the writer deals, if truthfulness is not adhered to he will some day 
be found out. , 

The popularity of books dealing with peoples and customs has 
been increased greatly of late yéars by reason of the fact that so 
much more traveling is indulged in. Where twenty years ago one 
individual in a certain locality would be pginted to as a remarkable 
personage because of traveling procltvities, dozens now could claim 
the honor without their wanderings necessarily bringing them excep- 
tional distinction. Naturally, where the public is so well intormed, 
even with reference to lands other than those of every-day associa- 
tion, readers exercise discrimination. 
Spain, Norway, China, the African continent, some one stands 
ready to compare the written word with the living facts. Pub- 
lishers are more careful than-before. And because most travel 
books of today cover ground where others have trod, the new 
books must improve on the old ones if they are to merit publication. 

Moreover, good travel literature is no longer confined to books 
on sale. ‘The printed matter distributed with a free hand by the 
railroad, steamship and hotel interests has not only induced travel, 
but has spurred professional authors to do their level best. , The 
class of literature disseminated with publicity in view is a credit 
to the printer’s art, yet typographical beauty is not advanced at 
the expense of text. “he transportation concerns have ‘struck the 
public fanev exactly where the public is most susceptible. The world 
at present is a reading world. Information is sought for and must 
be gratified. Illustrations and subject matter open up the vision. 
The educative value of the literature dispensed free of charge 1s 
very great, even if the reader may have little opportunity for visit-_ 
ing the distant scenes otherwise than through the printed page. 

Increase in the number of regulation travel books may also be 
due to the opportunity which modern travel facilities offer to those 
who have not heretofore been authors. New impressions naturally 
lead to the taking of notes. Here and there contact with novel 
situations may suddenly inspire travelers with the book idea. The 
viewpoint may be so entirely different from what has already been 
said on the identical subject that the writer finds legitimate excuse 
for blossoming into authorship. Interesting books of journeyings 
often have had conception in a very modest manner and- without 
any premeditated intention on the part of their makers to thrust 
new observations on the reading world. ' es 

Many misconceptions have been dispelled where the people of 
one country have obtained authentic information about the people 
of another. .\nd books of travel should draw nations into a closer 
hond. Criticism and misinformation are separate entities, and if 
deception is practised knowingly the author may well be made to 
feel the disapproval that the reading public has it in its power to
